HAVANA, February 15.—At a quarter 


of 10 o'clock this evening B terrible ex- 
plosion took place on board the United 
States cruiser Maine in Havana harbor. 
Many were killed or wounded. All the 
boata of the Spanish cruiser Alfonso 
XIII are assisting. Aa yet the cause of 
the explosion ia not apparent. 


The wounded sailors of the Maine are 


^ 
unable to explain it. It ia believed that 
the cruiser is totally destroyed. 


The explosion shook the whole city. 


Tbe windows wore broken in all the 
houses. 


The correspondent of ths Associated 


Press haa conversed with several of the 
wounded sailors aud understands from 
them that the explosion took place 
while they were naleep, eo that they can 
give no particulars as to the cause. 


Tbe secretary of the navy received the 


following from Captain Sigebee: 


"Maine blown up in Havana harbor 


9:40, and destroyed. Many wounded 
and doubtless many killed and drowned. 
Wounded and otbera on board Spanish 
man-of-war and Ward lino steamer.

They be- 
lieve that it may have been caused by a 
fire in the bunkers, heating the bulk- 
head near a magizine, or that an acci- 
deut may have occurred while inspecting 
high explosives.

TILLMAN'S WRATH 


A Complaint That He Could 


Not Be Heard, 


The South Carolina Senator Un- 


able to Appreciate Mr. Hoar's 


Facetiousness. 


WABHISCVTOS, February 15".—The ex- 


ecutive session of tbe senate today waa 
enlivened by a vigorous effort of Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina to secure rec- 
ognition to make a point against the 
contention that the Hawaiian islands 
were of strategic importance to the 
United States. Senator Gallinger occu- 
pied the chair and other senators were 
seeking to make reports upon nomina- 
tions, several coming in after Mr. Till- 
man had risen.

"If the senator would epeak a little 


louder," asid Senator Hoar facetiously, 
"he might ha." 


This remark did not apparently fall 


agreeably upon Mr. Tillman'e ears, and 
he replied by appealing for protection 
and fair treatment. 


"I have been ft member of this body 


for three years," he euid, "and I have 
always tried to deport myself »9 a gentle- 
man and I think I um entitled to fair 
treatment." 


At this point Senator Gal linger, who 


occupied the chair, rapped -for order. 


i He then flxplained that tbe failure to 


recognize Mr. Tillman was due entirely 
to an inadvertence and to the fact that 
hia attention had been directed in an 
other way. To this Mr. Tillman replied 
that this explanation wae entirely satis- 
factory aud he then proceeded to make 
hia point, which waa that the strategic 
importance of tbe Hawaiian islands wafi 
overrated.

acted upon the public park proposition 
in relation to the Rood inn-Weihe land 
donation last night, and decided in favor 
of the acceptance of a modified proposi- 
by a vote of more than two to one. Tbe 
whold question at issue was discussed i". 
a very thorough and spirited manner, 
and tbe understanding arrived at will 
undoubtedly ijo far towards dissipating 
opposition to the undertaking, which 
wa= based principally upon the amount 
required to bo expended for the im- 
provement of the park during the first 
five yenra. Tbe opinion has been quit3 
genera! that an expenditure of $5000 per 
year for the pnrpase is excessive, in 
view of the high tases now levied for 
other purposes.

It strengthens and makes explicit the 


laws declaring our ceneral policy that 
the coasting trade (including the trade 
batween tho rest of tho United Statea 
and Alaska) shall bo reserved esclu- 
aivelv to American vessels and covers 
more explicitly thia situation. Vessels 
can proceed to St. Michael near the 
mouth of the Yukon. The Yukon ia 
very shallow, in enuia places nnly four 
feet deep. Transfer of cargoes and pas- 
Eengera from deep draft see Eoing vessels 
to river veasela drawing little water is 
therefore necessary at St. Michael. Sub- 
stantially tha pamfi ia trim of flttckeen 
river ami Wrangel near its mouth.

grateful for. The newspapers are sim- 
ilarly confused. Tbey grow quite plnm- 
puildiDgy and Dickenuesque at the sight 
of the enow and cheerily congratulate

The expression on the face of 
the benevolent New Yorker is warming 
to behold as be gazes oat of window 
on tbe object of bis charity, ill-clad, 
thin, blno and weak, who is struggling 
with the ice on the philanthropist's side- 
walk for a rewarfl that would buy the 
good man within a couple of cigars. 


Fancy yourself a philanthropist. You 


lay down your newspaper, moved by its

Tiie older tbo civilization the keener 


;he feeling of separation between the 
rich and the poor—not separation of de- 
free, but in kind. If you are poor in 
New York you are much like a negro in 
:ho South. There is a pervasive recog- 
nition of the irmert superiority of tbe 
well-to-do hero which iiuda unconstioua 
expression in ways that appal a \Veat- 
ornmau. The rich themselves are not 
;iven to taking themselves su seriously 
aa of better clay as are the roverential 
ioor, among whom may bo classed many 
gentlemen of thft metropolitan press.

time. Mr. Miller in conversation with 
a UuruitucAN reporter H«id : 


"I suspected that I was being rohhed 


ind an eoon as my »rma were free I felt 
for the diamond. It was none and 1 
immediately c!inrged onu ol the persons 
who jostled me with taking it. The 
man was well dressed, smooth faced aud 
iboutSO yearaold. He denied having 
takea the diamond and I concluded that 
I was mistaken. The otiicora were then 
notified in regard to tho matter. 


"The diamond was valued highly by 


me, not for its worth RQ a gem, hut La- 
cauae of the fact thai I hitd it for over 
twenty years. I promised to leave it ta 
one of my grandchildrenaa an heirloom. 
For these reason" I would he willing to 
Hive tbo uriee of the diamond for its' re- 
covery. 


"I believe that tho robbery waa the ra- 


anltof a well planned plot. The thieves 
were informed of my coming and knew 
that I would get off at Fresno to tike 
lunch.

A Lively Discussion of the Prop 


osition—Spinney on 


Parks. 


Tt.e City Trustees at their m?etin 


last ni^'lit littc-ned for a couple of hours 
to arguments for aud mjaiiiet Messrs. 
Roedioe and Weihe'd park proposition, 
and finally derided to call for bonds. 
That means that it will rtunire a two- 
thirds vote for tbe matter to carry, and 
it is generally believM that tl.e action 
of tbe Trustees amounts to an easy 
death for the proposition. 


The meeting room was crowded, and 


judging from the bursts of applause now 
aud then, the assemblage was couipoeed 
cbielly of those who were oppased to 
the park offer. 


Six. copies of the protests that had 


been circulated were presented to the 
board and read. They contained nearly 
200 eienera. Tbe body of the protest 
read aa follows: 


To tho Honorable Board of City 


Trustees :--We understand that Messrs. 
Reading and Wcibo are about to donate 
a tract of land to the city of Fresno for 
ihe purpose of a park, but require tbe 
city to bind itself to expend $5f!0l) a 
year for a period of five years, and in 
the event that such aum ia not pxppm!ed 
tbe property, with improvements, 13 to 
revert back to tbo owners. 


"After careful consideration we, the 


uiideraigned tax payers, do not think it 
good policy to accept tUe offer at thia 
time, and thert'Iore pray you, as repre- 
sentatives of our city government, to re- 
ject the pnnerous offer." 


ti. C. Freman, representing Messrs. 


Rouding aud Weihe, informed the board 
chat tho gentlemen he repreeeuted mado 
another offer at tbe solicitation of the 
ifiicera of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which was that the laud would be deed- 
ed to tho city upon condition of tbe ex- 
penditure of a yearly amount equal to 
ive cents ou each $100 of taxable prop- 
erty for a period of five years. He prc- 
eented the deed to the Boeding tract 
and explained that the deed to the 
Weihe piece of land had been sent to 
San Francisco for Mr. Weibe's signature 
aad bad not arrived yet. He etated, 
jowever, that Mr. Weihe had agreed to 
tbe terms. 


In addition to the reversion clause, 


another was inserted to tbe effect that 
bo city might use a portion of tho land 
to raise alfalfa and ntlmr rrnp?, provid- 
ed that it did uot interfere with the gen- 
eral purposes for whicb tbe land was 
"ntonded. 


Al Kutner, who fought the matter 


before tbe Chamber of Commerce, waa 
on baud to oppoae it before the Trustees. 
'I think," ho aaid, "tbat tho proteata 
brought up tonight are sufficient tn 
show tbat the people of Fresno, or a 
jortioii of them, are nut willing for this 
jark to go ahead. The remonstrances 
were circulated around juat to get the 
names of the taxpayers, antl I think 
;hat every man tbat signcj it ia a tax- 
payer. If we wanted to ^ci iae names 
merely of voters we could get a great 
nany more. T believe if thia were left 
:o a vote of tbe people it would be de- 
feated." Tbat brought apphuue from 
the auditors. 


Trustee Bpinney asked George Road- 


ing whether bis father would be willing 
17 allow tbe present offer to st'ind juat 
as it waa until a vote could bo taken to 
iHcertain tbe sentiment of the people on 
the matter.

"I have just aa 
mnch taxes to pay as some of the gen- 
tlemen who are disposed to applaad tbo 
dea of not having a park. £ atmply 
lave taken some interest in the matter 
)acause I believe to refuse the offer is a 
at9p in tbe wrong direction. As to the 
question of voting bonds, there are aev- 
eral reasons agaiuat It. The chief ob- 
oction ia tbat the proposition ia made in 
,he form that it ia. Whether it would 
be renewed is a matter that we cannot 
eay with certainty. These gentlemen 
offer ns land worth (12,003, and we have 
either to accept or reject tbe terms. It 
may be true that they have some other 
ntereats that will be benefited by the 
establishment of a park, but that does 
not lessen the value to ns. 


Mr. Short then apokfl of the "ex 


parte petitions" tbat had been circu- 
ated and replied to some of the objec- 
ions that have been urged against the 
jerk.

Fruits. 


An, important point regarding con- 


tracts for the purchase and sale of dried 
fruits and raisins was settled in depart- 
ment 2 of the euperior court yeeterday, 
Judge Gray of Visalia presiding ir. the 
absence of Judge Webb. 


The question waa whether or not the 


eellor waa bound to deliver to the buyer 
dried fruit after a certain date, when 
such a date traa inserted in the contract 
an the limit of time for delivery. 


It appears that the Fresno Homo 


Packing Company, through ita .Selma 
agency, purchnped on August ]2lh last 
three tons of dried peaches at 6 cents a 
pound, all to be delivered by Autrust 
31,1807. George E. Wells, the seller, 
delivered two tons, but on the market 
advancing refused to deliver tbe third 
Ion, claiming that the fruit was not 
flcfficienUy well cured. 


The packing company, to test the 


validity of its contract, immediately re- 
plevined the fruit on the Wella orchard 
and brought suit in Justice Tucker's 
court, obtaining a judgment for dam- 
ague and costs. The defendant, through 
his attorney, E. E. Shopard, appealed 
to the superior court, and tbe case was 
argued yesterday, Jauies A. Burns rep- 
resenting tha Fresno Home Packing 
Company. 


Jadge Gray decided that in a buy and 


pell contract of dried fruit, even though 
the fruit might not be cured until after 
the time limit in the contract, upon 
both parties signing such contract, the 
title to anch fruit ot once passed from 
seller to buyer and the seller eras bound 
CO deliver, althongh after the time limit 
specified in the contract the buyer had 
'.he option either to accopt or reject. 


This decieion settles a much disputed

Tbe officera ou deck narrowly 
escaped, in the junior officers' mesa 
ball all had to clamber ont in wreckage 
waist deep. One ladder from the aft 
torpedo compartment was jammed with 
men struggling up for life. All agree 
that a double explosion occurred from 
the natural result of an undar-water ex- 
plosion ol tbe magazines," 


A SCENE OF HUKKUB, 


The dispatch Bays that the account of 


the paasangnrfl on the 
Ward 
Line 


Btesuiflr City of Washington, which was 
lying 300 yards from the Maine, beare 
out the foregoing statement. Continu- 
ing, the cable saya: 


"Brass pipe, angle iron, etc., fell in a 


shower on the decks of tbaCityof Wash- 
ington, PO injuring two boata that, when 
lowered, they were useless. Oat of tho 
dense B:ooka come anguished cries for 
help. Simultaneously wiih tbe cessa- 
tion of falling fragments, aairch lighta 
were thrown on the wreck nurt ita load 
of agony, Spanish bo^ta from the abore 
joined th 03 a of tba Washington alona- 
aidfl at once, hut thh regular ferry boats 
passing euon after the explosion did not 
stop to offer aid." 


WASHINGTON, February 16.—The newo 


of thB .Maine disaster waa learned at tbe 
Spanish legation with horror and oc- 
caoioned many expressions of profound 
regret and condolence. 


Early in the day fienor Duboae, the 


Spanish ohargB d'affaires, received a 
message from Captain-General Blanco 
which had been filed at Havana at 
2 o'clock this morning, ft read aa fol- 
lows: 


''With profound regret I have to in- 


form you that the American ship Maine 
in thia barbpr blew up, an undoubtedly 
chaneeri-accident, believed to have re- 
sulted from an explosion of tho boilor 
dynamo. Immediately following the 
accident all tbe disposable elements of 
the capital hastened to tho spot to ex- 
tend every aid possible. Thia included 
tbe force of the Marina fire brigade. 
There have been deatbe and many 
wound ad. I have sent an aide de camp 
to offer every assistance to the American 
conaal. I will forward further details 
as they become available. 
BLASCO." 


THEORIES ADVANCED. 


W.\3ni.\*GTos, February 16.—At thia 


moment tbe naval officers cannot a^ree 
upon any theory to account for tbe de- 
struction of tbe Maine. Perhaps a ma- 
jority are inclined to the belief that toe 
ex plosion was purely accidental; another 
number feel that a torpedo was ex- 
ploded under tbe vessel and a third 
theory ia that some infernal mashine 
was smuggled aboard the ship and set 
nff. 


Ia the present lack ot knowledge it ia 


not thought possible to eay to which 
theory the balance of probability is in- 
clined. An examination by a diver of 
the hull of the Maine would demonstrate 
ius:aully whather or nut n torpedo bad 
been nied, for in case it had the plates 
wooll anrely ha driven in. On the 
the other hand, protruding plates would 
be aa evidence that tbe explosion was 
purely internal. 


There was no arnobelesa powder on 


board the ship and tbe ten-inch ammu- 
nition was made no of brown prismatic 
powder. Not only ia this powder moei 
carefully packed in hermetically imajed 
copper cases, but i:s h e at* reel e line 
qualities are on great that it cannot he 
ignited by tho tlamo of a match, 600 de- 
fjrpes fflhrnnhmt lieing the «r onnt ol 
heat that mn«t be applied for nnnie time 
to Eet oil the powder. Oa tho other 
band it is readily icnited, aa in tho 
casti of thfl charge in the gun, hv thft ex- 
plosion of a good quantity of fuitnimue. 
Evert prosanlion i a adopts! aboard ship 
to eafepnard the magazine. 


Captain BiiMb»fl'a report, «8 tcnil an 


General Lee's dispatch, indicate that 
they now incline strongly to the belief

tola is borne oat by the eceape ol the 
majority of the officers, whose quarters

the crew were quartered there and BO 
escaped the greater violence of the ex- 
plosion.

VJE'.VS OK SU.N'ATOKS. 


Among the senators interviewed to- 


day the following expressed their viewa: 


Senator Warren ol Wyoming: "If it 


should be developed that the Spanish 
had anything to do with the ucsideut, 
bath tha United Stales navy and army 
ought to be summoned to take the mat- 
ter op in earnest. If it should prove to 
he an accident, it should bo carefully 
investigated, for it is higb time that 
anch accidents were brought to a close. 


"It baa appnrdntly come to bo true 


that our naval vt-ss&la cannot make any 
move, cannot go up a stream or down a 
stream, or out to aea, without ground- 
ing or having eorno other accident befall 
them. I hope, therefore, that no time 
will be lost in di-terminini; the cause 
and placing tho responsibility for tbe 
o-c»rrence, whetbfr due to the hand of 
a foreigner or a member of our own 
forc«ja." 


Senators Chandler, Mason and Carter, 


of the sonate committee on postorSees 
and post roadfl, were talking abont the 
accident. Senator Chandler eaid that 
no one could tell how the accident oc- 
curred aa yot. It might have been a 
torpedo under tho baw of the ship or it 
might have bean au accident while 
handling ammunition. 
"lint they are not Itfcnly to have been 


hand tin R ammunition at 10 o'clock at 
night," put in Senator Masou. 


"Oh, they might have been," con- 


tinued Sanator Chandler. ''It the ex- 
plosion wan from within it must no 
doubt have been au accident; if from 
without, then no doubt it was by de- 
sign." 


Senator Carter expressed the opinion 


that no amoant of investigation would 
clear np tbe mystery. Tne explosion 
would leave no trace of what took place 
before and the burning ship would ob- 
literate all possibility of learning much 
of what took place. 


Senators Paacjo of Florida and Clay 


of Georgia thought tbe matter should be 
fully investigated and a full report 
mado. 
If necessary congrena should 


then act. Senator Clay eaid: "There 
is no proof that the Spanish are in any 
way responsible for this serions calamity 
and we should ha alow to mako change 
without pronf to [substantiate them." 


Senator Platt of 
Connecticut es- 


pm;sed the halief that tbe explosion 
will be found to be the result of an ac- 
dent. 


Es-Senator Butter of South Carolina, 


a member of the committee on foreign 
relations, in tbe senate during hifl serv- 
ice, was of thu opinion that BOLDB men 
had gono aboard tho Maine and placed w 
grenade with a alow match where it 
would explode tbe magazine. 


Sanator Haiti, chairman of tbe com- 


mittee on naval affairs, said that he had 
janS en me from an interview with the 
secretary of the navy and he felt sura 
thai tbe oavy department would iusfl- 
tuto a thorough investigation. 


The Senator expressed the opinion 


that congress would take steps to pre- 
vent ttiB decrease of the navy, but 
would not undertake to Eay that there' 
would ba immediate efforts to replace 
tho Maine, 


He said that whatever conld have 


caused tbe catastrophe he waa sure that 
no friend of Spain could have been 
guilty of each conduct for the reason 
that the act would have been a very 
foolish and foolhardy thing. 


Senator Fairbanks: "A thorough in- 


vestigation doubtless will be instituted 
by the proper authorities. It IB a moat 
deplorable accident, and one which will 
awaken tbe moat general sympathy. 


NAVAL EXPECT IDEAS. 


ISDIAXAPOUS, Ind,, February 16.— 


Rear Admiral George Brown, who was 
the highest officer in the navy nntil hia 
retirement last year, when informed of 
the naval casualty in Havana harbor, 
said: 
"lean offer nothing bat vagao con- 


jecture aa to tbe probable cansa of the 
destruction of the Maine, although it 
would seem to me at thia time that 
when an investigation is made it will 
be found that an explosion occurred on 
the vessel." 


The Admiral asked if it were impossi- 


ble that a torpedo lying in tbe harbor 
could he accidentally exploded under 
the ship. He did not think it possible. 
If .1 torpedo caused the explosion it 
most have been sent from ahore, for 
torpedosa are not lying around loose in 
Havana harbor, where hand rede of ships 
pasa in and out. There are no sub- 
merged mines in the harbor. 


Nj-:\v Yoi-tK, FebruarylG.—Lieutenant 


Commander Speyera "of the 
United 


States navy was" aroused from his bed at 
the navy club and told of the Maine's 
deatraction. "I cannot understand how 
such an explosion could occur in tbe 
ship," he said, with the accent on the 
'•in." 


"I am familiar with tbe location of 


tbe magazine. 
Sometimes there aro 


magazines in both fore and aft, and it ia 
barely possible that one of the Maine's 
exploded. But 1 do not understand how 
any ammunition in the magazine coald 
have exploded at this time. There is no 
reason that I know of why anybody 
should have gone to tho magazine then. 
Tbe keys of a vessel's maeazioe are al- 
ways kept in the possession of tbe 
captain, and when the cantain leaves 
they are turned over to the officer .'eft in 
command. Not having full information, 
I cannot express any opinion on tbe 
disaster."

Tbe appalling nature of the disaster 


and ibo gravity of tbe situation that 
would arise should investigation giva a 
basia for tho undercurrent of suspicion, 
of treachery and foul play, that ran 
through all minds had a sobering effect. 
upon public men of all shades of politi- 
cal importance. Tbe fact stands forth 
and is little leas thau remarkable, that 
uot a sin^lo resolution waa introduced 
or a single speech made in either haune 
of congress, save one nl condolence with 
the families of the killed, offered by Mr. 
Boutalle and adopted by the house. 
Public men expres?ed their opinions 
with reserve when approachad, but 
every where there was a demand for an 
investigation and full detaila In the light 
of which tho horror may be justly 
viewed. 


Secretary Long undoubtedly eurama- 


rized the general opinion of tbe majority 
of tbe naval experts in Gilding it im- 
possible juat now to atate the cauee of 
the destruction of the Maine. Thoro 
are a great number of theories, hut most 
of them are of a character that makes it 
easy to prove or upset them by a single 
investigation by a diver.

department and several of the officers of 
high rank indirectly attached,like Com- 
modore-Henley, President of the light- 
bouse board, who has a brilliant reputa- 
tion as a gallant officer and is poesesBed 
of great discretion. 


The purpose of these consultations 


wastoaecu'3 the '-eat expert testimony 
aa to the probable oaneeof the disaster, 
while at the same time ascertaining to 
what extent tbe naval situation has 
been affected by the loss of tbe Maine. 
A good deal of disquiet was exhibited 
when it waa shown that the loss of tbe 
fine battleship bad done a good deal to 
destroy the balance of power theoretic- 
ally between the navies of Spam and 
the United States, the American navy 
being reduced to six serviceable vessels 
against seven in the Spanish flout. 


Every confidence was felt in the de- 


paftment in the commander of the 
Maine, Captain Sigsbee, and until it is 
really established otherwise there is 
every disposition to charge tho accident, 
if accident it wan, that destroyed the 
Maine, to some cauee beyond the usual 
ranee of human discretion. 


The coast eurve-y atoamer Bacho is 


now lying at Key West. The superin- 
tendent of the survey lost no time this 
morning in inviting Secretary LOER to 
make any use of the vessel in this emer- 
gency that he miebt desire. The invi- 
tation waa gratefully accepted and the 
Bache has been ordered to proceod at 
once to Havana with wrecking para- 
pbn&lia. 


A NEW EXPLOSIVE. 


MADRID, 
February 
16. — Admiral 


Chacon, tbe commander-in-chief of the

House Yields to the Maine 


Disaster. 


WAriiuNiitoN, February 17.—After a 


spirited debate, occupying more than 
two hours, the eenate today by a vote of 
31 to 29 agreed to the resolution of .Mr. 
Turpie of Indiana declaring tho cenat&'s 
opposition to the confirmation of the ealo 
of the Kaneos Paciu'c railroad. After 
the disposition of the resolution, the 
Corbett case waa diacnssed by Mr. Pet- 
tus of Alabama and Mr. Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts, an agrftament having 
first 


been reached to take a final vote upon 
the case on Monday, February 23th. 


At the opening of the session the 


blind chaplain delivered a touching in- 
vocation with reference to the awful 
disaster of the Maine. 


The only reference thus far made to 


the disaster to thu battleship Maine was 
in the form of the following resolution 
introduced hy Mr, Allen of Nebraska: 


Resolved, That the committee on 


naval affaira be directed to mako an im- 
mediate and thorough investigation into 
the causo of the disaster to the battle- 
ship Maine in the harbor of Havana on 
the 15th iuet. and repoit to the senate." 


H the matter were taken up by tho 


navnl affairs committee, Mr. Hale paid 
the h»*t thu committee could do would 
be to act lurouch the navy department. 
He was satisGed that as aoon an the sec- 
retary of tho Davy obtained definite in- 
formation concerning the explosion and 
it* detaila he would communicate tbe 
faulu to congress. Mr. Allen objected to 
having the resolution eent to the com- 
mittee on naval affairs. 


"We of us," said he, 1;who are not 


members of the navnl affaire committee 
or of the foreign relations committee 
cannot get information from the depart- 
ments about these thingo, 
\Vu are shut 


out aa completely aa it \ve were private 
citizens. 1 think I ought to ^et my in- 
formation, and I am deeply interested 
in Lais matter, through the committee 
on naval affairs of tola senate. I do not 
caro to debate this matter or to indulge 
in any extended diRcussion of it. What 
I want is action hy the committee that 
will KIVH us information." 


Mr. Chandler of Now Hampshire ob- 


jected to the resolution and it went over 
until tomorrow. 


Mr. Turpie's resolution declaring that 


tho ealo of tbc Kansas Pacific ought not 
to he confirmed unifies the government 
could get not only tbe principal but also 
the interest of ita claim, was laid before 
the senate, and Mr. Tburaton resumed 
his remarks upon it. He pointed out 
that tbe entire debt of tbe Union Pacific 
railway, which included tbe Kansas Pa- 
cific branch, to the government waa 
abont $71,000,000. 
• 


Tbe sale of the main and branch 


lines would return to the government 
$65,000,000 or 91 per cent of the road's 
indebtedness to tbe United States, prin- 
cipal and interest. This, Mr. Thureton 
held.' wae a piece of good financiering 
on the part of the President, who, he 
said, was better informed upon the 
value than any other official of the 
government, in congress or out. He 
pointed out that it the sale of the Kan- 
sas Pacific were not confirmed tbe 
President would have no other alterna- 
tive than to redeem the first mortgaiie 
bonds, and thus instead of having in the 
treasury more than $6,000,000 as a re- 
sult of the sale, tbe government would 
have to invest about $7,000,000 in caah 
to redeem the first mortgage bonds and 
then would have on. its hands a prop- 
erty that was of so little value as com- 
pared witli what 
HOIUB senators im- 


agined that not a einclo one of the 
great railroads centering in Kansas 
City thought enough of it to venture a 
bid upon it at the aale yesterday. 


Mr. Tharaton regarded the settlement 


effected by the administration of the 
whole Pacific railroad business as emi- 
nently satisfactory—a fur better settle- 
ment, better by nearly $20,000,000 than 
that proposed to have been mudo by the 
Cleveland administration.

state of California." 


Al Kutner made the fight of the even- 


ing against the adoption of /tbe motion.

park. He declared himself iu favor of 
progression, but did not lite tbe present 
proposition and had come to remon 
Btrate. He thought that the taxpayer 
had no guarantee tbat DO more than 
|3000 would be spent on the park for an 
one year. He could not aee anything t 
prevent them from spending $25,000 
He thought the proposed site W»B to 
far from the city^ He had often bean 
people eay that electric linea woold be 
established, hut they have not been am 
will not be nntil tbe population is larg 
enongh to make such an enterprise a 
paying bafiineee. He niged the objec 
tion also that the park would be a loop 
hole for politics. 


I'BOTESTS BEAD. 


The speaker called attention to sev 


eral copies of the petitions which had 
been circulated, and asked for permia 
BIOD to read them. 


The point iras raised that the reading 


of them waB out of order, as they were 
addressed lo the City Trustees. 


Mr. Kntner claimed the right to reac 


them if he chess. He declared warmly 
that he was a member of the chambei 
and was entitled to read any proper 
document before the organization.

'•Take for instance," the speaker pro* 


carried, "the city of LOB Angelea, the 
envy ol every town on tbe coaet. Loa 
Angeles I)to Weetlike Park, beautifully 
laid out and carefully kept. It alno has 
KtEtUke Park, on which a great deal of 
money ifi expended. Only the other dty 
« pubUc-Ei>irited citizen donated a large 
tract, and tbe city immediately accepted 
it. 


"We need a park. Mature has done

Interesting Letter From A. 


Z. Smith. 


Trouble With Canadian Police- 


How American Dogs Are 


Alaskafied. 


J. N. Smith ia in receipt of a letter 


from bin brother, A. Z. Smith, who waa 
in the Klondyke within thirty milea of 
Dawson City when tho letter waa writ- 
ten, which was on December 18th last. 
It waa written at Flat Rocks. With 
matters ot a purely personal naturo 
eliminated, the letter is in part aa fol- 
lows: 


"I am not in the warmest place on 


earth today. I got here this day at 12 
o'clock as i'ear as 1 can tell by my time- 
piece. I bad gooa luck coming over. I 
hove 320D pounds of freight. John Cain 
of Fresno came over with me. He ia aa 
tough as an ox, and worked bard. One 
aide of hie face was frozen eight days 
ago. He must have got his head nut of 
the bag at night while he was aeleep. 
Both of us are fat and tough. 


""We had trouble with'tbe Canadian 


police and almost had a shooting scrape, 
but we stood our ground. They have K 
station at White Horse Eapids and an- 
other on the Daleuthe trail. When we 
stopped they wanted to unpack our 
stuff. We would not let them do BO, 
and then they tiled to make us pay for 
.camping ground. 
We would not do 


that, either, and there was a hot time 
for a few ho ara that night. When they 
saw tbat we would not be bluffed tbey 
said that we would eee trouble before 
we got out of their country. I am not 
up here to be rubbed, and I don'C care 
what tbey say, A man has to he on the 
lookout or they will rob him of every- 
thing be has. 


"I will tell you about our trip. I 


think it is the best way to come the 
route we did. The rest of our party will 
be here at noon and in cam p. It is very 
stormy and we will etay here for ten or 
twelve days. It is only thirty miles to 
Daweon, and after our dogs get rested 
we will all go together. 
We were only 


twenty-two days coming from Skaguay, 
and could have made it three or four 
days aooner if the police bad not 
caused ne trouble. We have plenty of 
supplies for two years." 


The writer here gave the prevailing 


prices at DaWHon,floor being $3 a pound, 
cigara 75 cents and $1 apiece and whisky 
50 cents a drink. 


"Well, I have not seen any gold 


panned out yet to amount to anything, 
but the boy a that are going out of here 
all seem to have plenty, but tell differ- 
ent Btoriee. 


'I will tell you about our dogs. 
The 


Alaskan dogs are all right, but the 
American dogs are not very much good. 
In traveling on onow their feet 'ball up1 
and they lie down and chew their pa we. 
They pull the hair out of their toes, un- 
til their feet bleed and become so sore 
that they can't travel. Then we have 
to eboot them. We tried a scheme, 
though, thnt worked admirably. We 
tied them and humect all their hair off, 
and then burned their toea. Their feet 
did not get eore after they healed, and 
tne? were as good as any dogs we had." 


The writer concluded with a descrip- 


tion of his dress, which consists of 
about all the clothes that could be put 
on a man, and thnsa. too, of the warm' 
est to be found.

FOUND THE BOOKS 


Lawyer Robinson Buried 


His Library. 


A Complete Chain of Circum- 


stantial 
Evidence Against 


Him for Arson. 


Yesterday afternoon the missing law 


books of £. J. Robiuaon, the Selma at- 
torney, accused of arson, were found 
buried near bis home. 


Constable R. E. Zimmerman and 


Deputy Constable Vandergrift discov- 
ered the cunningly concealed 
hiding 


place of the booKe, They aoarched Rob- 
inson's bouse Monday and were care, 
fully inspecting the premiapa yesterday 
morning 
when Vandergrift 
noticed 


some recently disturbed dirt near a 
board. He kicked the board to one side 
aud was surprised to find evidence tbat 
the hooka were buried in the ground. 
A shovel was secured and a number of 
the books were unearthed. 


Later another burial place for the law 


library waa found under a wnodpile. 
There was a hole three feet deep, two 
feet wide and four feet Jong. This was 
lined with papers and Backs were placed 
over the hooka to keep them from being 
soiled. Only BIX inches of dirt wae 
piled on top of the eacka, 


The books were hauled down town 


and placed in the Selma bank for safe 
keeping. Yesterday afternoon the in- 
surance company endeavored to attach 
the library, but found that it was es- 
jmpt from execution. The company 
desired to protect itself from loss by the 
fire, which damaged two office rooms to 
the amount of about $100. 


The finding of the books completes the 


chain of evidence against Robinson in 
regard to setting hia office on fire Sun- 
day night. Ilis preliminary examina- 
tion for arson will take place in Justice 
Tucker'a court at Selma on Friday ot 
this week. Unless he plead i insanity 
there seems no way of evading convic- 
tion and a long term iu the elate prison.
